KEEP ROADS IN GOOD SHAPE 



Split-Log DiD^ Is of Great Service in 
Keeping Roadways in Economi- 
cal Repair. 

The use of the road drag is im- 

jiortunt in jjutting the roads in good 
shape for winter use. There are over 
2,000,000 miles of earth roads in the 
country, and the split-log drag is of 
great service in keeping them In eco- 
nomical sf iiair. Tin; drag is used iu 
many states and in foreign countries. 
It is used with two, three, or four 
horsoF!, and is easily constructed. 

Drafts ar<,' often constructed of 
planks iiiHi' ad of logs. The plank 
sliould be strcugtliened along the mid- 
dle line by a 2 by 0-lnch strip. A tri- 
angidar striji may lie used under tin; 
lower edge of tlu' blade to give the 
j)r<ii)cr (Ulling slope. 

Usually tv.o horses are enough to 
pull a drag over an ordinary earth 
road.

As between the worst industrial 
■leal end the worst military ideal 
the latter is to be preferred. i he 
w orst industrial ideal is the accumu- 
lation of huge fortunes, the triumph 
of a moneyed aristocracy, the build- 
ing of a few palaces and yachts and 
the degradation aud enslavement of 
the m'tiliiiude to the level of beasts 
of burden. The worst military ideal 
would make a nation a vast, well 
orf^anized, well drilled, well fed, 
healthy and contented army. Both 
ideals, as held by their advocates, 
are selfish. The military ideal 
would, for its own ends, improve 
the physical condition of mankind, 
whereas the other would lower that 
condition. 

Th'.s country ifortunately is noi 
called upon to choose between the 
worst industrial and the worst mili- 
tary ideal. However, the time has 
come when effective measures of 
aatonal defense must he adopted, 
and the citizens should realize that 
a democracy basless to fear from 
"the man on horse back" than from 
the man in the steam yacht. It has 
indulgently accepted and encour- 
aged the latter. Plutocracy is now 
establish,ed, though not in a virulent 
form. If, however the nation gives 
itself over completely to industrial- 
ism it is likely to develop serious 
evils that it has not yet encountered. 

Besides being > a safeguard of 
national instit;: tions, the military 
ideal is a real protection against the 
encroachments of overweening in- 
dustrialism. Men disciulined in the 
military system are not necessarily 
trained for war — they are, rather, 
trained to prevent war. Nowadays 
wars do not arise from the mad am 
bitions of rulers for military con- 
(juest. They come from the 
industrial ambitions of trade barons 
the desire for n:erciles? industrial 
concpic'st. The -Vmerican nation 
wa nts d. nu <.itcy in all things, in 
eluding its iodujiliial B)Stem and its 
military B}6tem.

EPILEPSY 

Epilepsy is a chronic brain dis- 
order of which the -most dreaded 
symptom is the characteristic con- 
vulsion, or "fit" The convulsion 
may be a violent muscular spasm, 
terrifying to watch and accompanied 
by complete unconsciousness; that 
type of epilepsy has been called 
grand mal. In the form callea petit 
mal there is only a slight muscular 
spasm, or eyen none at all, and 
often only partial loss of conscious 
ness; the loss may be so transient 
that the patient is hardly aware of it. 
That type of the disease shades off 
into psychic epilepsy, in which there 
are no particular physical symptom^ 
like the convulsion, but only a pass- 
ing mental confusion. 

There is no difficulty about recog- 
nizing the more severe forms of 
epilepsy, but the attacks of petit mal 
may be so slight and so fleeting that 
a stranger would hardly notice^them 
although the patient is generally 
conscious that one has occurred. 
On the other hand, the bystander 
may sometimes observe, symptoms 
of which the patient is unaware. 

In cases of that sort the sufferer 
turns pale and stares fixedly his 
breathing stops for a moment, the 
sentence that he is uttering is arrest- 



Many epileptics have warning when 
an attack is coming on; such warn- 
ings are called "auras." They take 
the form of a tingling in the skin or 
of a sensation,of pressure or sinking 
in the abdomen, sometimes the vis- 
ion is aftjcted, or spots of light or 
different colors appear before the 
eyes. In other cases the warnings 
arc psychic or mental, and the 
patient thinks he hears voices. Not 
infreiiuently an approaching attack 
betrays itself days ahead by 
despondency, irritajjility, forebod 
ing and a geneal feeling of illness. 

When the attack finally comes, it 
is generally ]jrecejded by a loud cry 
known as the "epileptic cry." 

The treatment of epilepsy will be 
taken up in another article.

Birth Rates and Infant iortality. 

In 1915 there were 7^ >cr cent 
more births thau deaths it certain 
states of the union containing one- 
third of the nation's |ic>,u!ation. 
This fact is made known a;, a result 
of a survey by the letier^ii bureau of 
the census. The survey sljiows also 
that the birth rate in ih^ United 
States is higher among th^ foreign 
population than among tJ^e native 
born. Other interesting fi^^iires are 
given, but in the published sum- 
maries of the survey not much is 
said respecting rhe relationship of 
infant mortality to birtjh rates. 
Facts of this sort are '-owever, to 
be found m son:e detail in reports 
issued by the federal cniUi.ren's bu 
reau. %' 

The mere bringing in to the world 
of great numbers cl ch Idr n has lit- 
tle effect on the ] opul.aion unless 
the children live. The birth rate 
must be considered in the light of 
reliable infant mortality, statistics 
before its importance lo i^l^e nation 
can be told. 

Much significance attaches to the 
children's bureau reports on infant 
mortality in Johnstown ^a.; Mont- 
clair, N. J. and Manchesjter, N. H. 
In general, they show a dose rela- 
tionship between the economic status 
of families and the infant jdeath rate. 
For example, to quote Miss Julia 
Lathrop, chief of the chiKfren's bu- 
reau, the Johnstown reptVt "shows 
a coincidence of underpr.d fathers, 
ov;erworked and ;j,'no! mothers 
and poorest living con<jrtiions wiih 
the highest death rate.'^v"; 

Sir Arthur NewsholmK^a Br.nish 
authority has said: "Infant mortali- 
ty is the most sensitive index we 
possess of social welfare .uad of san- 
itary administration, esptciaKy und- 
er urba'n conditions.'' .^liermin C. 
Kingsley, until recently a ( ^ icago 
social welfare worker deJares: 
■'Where the white hearse goes mos't 
often there you will find ihe weakest 
place in the municipal | housekeep- 
ing." 

It is, therefore, ^ matter of im- 
mense community interest to estab- 
lish conditions ^vijerein ^infants will 
survive and will becd^me strong, 
healthy, intelligent, skiijled men and 
women. This being true, figures 
showing nothing more tTTan a high 
birth rate may conceal i ragic state 
of things.

No Chance For Profit In Them Under 
Present Tests, Grace Says — Possible 
Explanation of the Prices Made by an 

English Firm Which Bids Undw All 
American Manufacturers, 

Speaking recently before the Terra- 
pin Club of Philarlelphia, Eugene G. 
Grace, President of the Bethlehem 
Steel Coiupany, said in part: 

In a peculiar sense ISethlebem Steel 
serves the American people. 
"Per erample, though we have been 
able to obtain in Euroi)C' alinosr any 
price, we have adhered, in our cliaryes 
to the United States Government, to 
tbe basis of prices established before 
the war began. 

We agreed — if tbe Government would 
abandon its plans for a Federal plant — 
to make armor for onr Navy at any 
price the Government itaelf might con- 
sider fair. 

Our ordnance plants are nt the dis- 
posal of the nation at a fair oi)erating 
eost, plus a small margin, thus saving 
tbe Govcrnmeut lUTestment and de- 
preciation. 

One of tbe special needs of tbe new 
navy is siste«?n-incb guns — guns sixty 

feet long and capable of hurtling a 
2000 pound shell with such power and 
accuracy as to hit a 50 foot square tar- 
get lift ecu lui'cs away. 

Wc have undertaken voluntarily to 
construct, at a •.(jst of ?;4,oOO,000. a 
plant litted to build sixteen-inch guns. 

Under no conceivable circumstances 
can orders w^bich we may receive for 
this plant pay even a fair return on 
the investment. 

Coiisideralile comment bas been made 
upon the f.ict that a British manufac- 
turer recently bid less than American 
manufacturers for sixteen and four 
teen-inch shells for the navy. 

I am unable , to state the basis upon 
which tbe English bid was made. 11 
should be remembered, however, that 
this bid was for n specific shell, sam- 
l)les Of wliicli are l)eing seat over for 
test— a test not yet made.
